INDIA ALARMED 
MORE DUTY WANTED ON 
JAPANESE GOODS 


; Bombay, June 30. 
he immediate imposition of 
additional duties on Japanese 
goods, equivalent . to the — dif- 
ferences between the normal and 
present parity exchange, was urged 
by the chairman of the Mill- 
owners Association of Bombay in a 
teleyram to the Chamber of .Com- 
merce member of the Indian Go- 
vernment, consequent on the “con- 
tinued alarming depreciation” of 
the Japanese Yen, 

He pointed out that the yen was 
greatly below the parity existing 
when Japan and India were on the 
gold standard, and thus created a 
serious menace which gave an 
enormous advantage to Japunese 
exporters, resulting in Japancee 
yarn and piccegoods being sold on 
Indian markets at ruinoug rates. 
We emphasised that the atuation 
avus likely to become worse owing, to 
the large orders booked’ tor for- 
ward delivery, and that industry 
could not afford to wait until the 
Tariff Board reported on the mat- 
ter.— Reuter.

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MOTOR DANGERS 


There can be no doubt that, ax 
stated in the Police Court yester+ 
day, enges in which motor-drivers’ 
meet with mishaps and Cail to re- 
port them to the police are becom- 
ing. increasingly comnion in this 
Colony. Again and again in’ the 
Press we come across paragraphs 
of motorists knocking people down 
and thon making off post-haste. In 
some of the instances, the victims 
are fatally injured. It is nol, of 
course, to be ‘assumed thatthe 
drivers are always at fault in 
these mishaps; indeed, more often 
than not the accidents are due to 
carelessness on the part of pedes- 
trians, But that does not absolve 
the motorist trom the duty, not 
only of going to the aid of the 
victim, but also of making a report 
to the police. When these 
necessary regulations are ignored, 
the offender deserves to be heavily 
punished. One of our magistrates 
yesterday suggested that Hong- 
kong might well follow the Home 
practice of giving the Court power 
to suspend licences, instead of 
merely making recommendations to 
the police. We find-ourselves in 
with the suggestion, 
since not only do magistrates have 
the full facts of each ense before 
them in the evidence given, but 
the defendant's record can easily be 
produced in Courts ff it became 
known that in serious cases © our 
magistrates would, in addition to 
the sentence, order the cancella- 
tion of a ficence, we might hope in 
course of time to check the evils 
of reckless driving. As matters 
now are, the public may or may 
not hear that a man's licence has 
been taken away. 

It is interesting connexion 
with local motoring offences to 
notice the effect of the ‘new Road 
Traffic Act at Home. Behind that 
niensure lay a depite common to 
all the conflicting “interests and 
opinions that the roads should be 
made safer, and that the toll of 
life and limb should be substantial- 
ly reduced. It was realised that 
tho new law could only effect safety 
by. dint of what might _ be termed 
intimidation. Fines: ‘Of up tp 
of six 
months’ imprisonment, and = can- 
collation of drivers’ licences, were 
the levers by which reckless or 
clumay driving “was ‘to be restrain- 
ed. For a time, the . atniosphore 
of apprehension created ..by the 
Act was maintained, but experience

Tho 
result, it 1a stated, is that the toll 
of road deaths and injuries has not 
been lowered; in fact,, it has: in- 
creased. ‘Looking. into the Act.

Jess driving” !s divorced {rom 
sheer speed. <A car may be driven 
at a spedd much slower than the 
maximum allowed for its type of 
yehicto; yet if this restricted speed, 
or the manner In which {be car is 
driven, id dangerous, considering 
the amount of traffic, or tho nature 
or condition of the road, the driver 


may be convicted of reckless driv- | 


ing. On summary conviction, for 
a firat offence, he may be fined 
£60 or sent to prigon for four 
months. On sccond and subse- 
quent convictions, he may be fined 
£100 or imprisoned’ for, four 
months, or both. The . ordinary 
culpabilitics, however, are not even 
charged under — this clause, but 
“enreless driving” head- 
ing, in which the pennities are 
rather lighter. 

The law vat Home appears to be 
operated on the principle that it 
would not be right to institute a 
system of terrorism, and to send 
decent citizens to prison, or fine 
poor men £100 for the common 
kind of blunder or miscalculation 
which produces 4 typical 
erash and kills or injures pone or 
more road users, It is apparently 
considered that the stigma of im- 
prigonment and the crippling 
effects of £100 fines ought to be 
reserved for genuinely scandalous 
offenees, and not extended to the 
xort of miscalculation which an 
ordinary motorist .may perpetrate 
every day of the week. The 
authorities apparently hold that, 
in view of the congestion on the 
roads, the. handicaps of for and 
grernse and dazzie, the obsolete 
character of so many roads and 
junctions, © the carelessness of 
pedestrians, and the inexperience 
of so many motorists; the majority 
of accidents impute a blame which 
is less than criminal to the 
culprits. This also appears to be 
the view taken here: in Hongkong. 
All the same, it is only right and 
proper that where there are glar- 
ing cases of recklessness, the full 
rigours of the law should be im- 
posed. ; . 


Legends of Shakespeare. 


It will be pleasant news for ad- 
mirers of Shukespeare who have 
thought unwillingly and with re- 
ret of his alleged poaching in Sir 
Thomas Lucy's park that latest 
scholarship holds the episode’ te be 
ultogether fictitious. As the tale 
has gone Shakespeare was caught, 
punished by a sound whipping, and 
bore Sir Thomas so long a grudge 
that when opportunity offered he 
smiled grimly, dipyed his quill 
afresh, and caricatured him in the 
creation of Justice Shallow. There 
hag been no sufficient reason for be- 
lieving the story. Poaching, ‘for 
one thing, was then punished not 
by flogging but by three years’ im- 
prisonment, which would have left 
a record. But the tale has per- 
sisted. Now, however, Dr. Leslie 
Hotson, has further authenticated 
the scepticiam with which serious 
Shakespearein scholars have ‘re- 
garded it. What now appears like-, 
ly is that Shakespeare, if inten- 
tionally caricaturing anybody, had 
in mind one William Gardiner, who, 
Dr, -Hotson finds, was a good deal 
of a rascal. He invites nov sym- 
pathy, It is apparently arguable— 
as an interested public may pre- 
sontly read in a book—that Gardi- 
ner, a London justice of the peace, 
was an enemy of Shakespeare, and 
that he had- a stepson, William 
Wayte, whom the dramatist may 
have utilised as material for Shal- 
low’s nephew — Slender. William 
Wayte, it seems, had hig own rea- 
sons to evoss the street if he saw 
William Shakespeare coming, for 
the researcher discovered a Latin 
document of the year 1696 in-which 
“william Wayté crayes suretics of 
the. peace against Willlam Shake- 
spenre, Francis Langley, Dorothy 
Soor, wife of John Soer, and Anne 
Leo.” This study also seta ao new 
dato—April 28,.1697— for the pro- 
duction: of the “Morry Wives,” 59

DOES POVERTY PREVENT = | 
| HAPPINESS? its 


By DR. HARRY ROBERTS 


HAT real poverty is stultify- 

ing, both to health and to 

happiness, {8 a postulate we must; 
all accept. : : 

A few excoptional individuals 
may rise above the severest ma: 
torial limitations, but these are 
so unusual, 80 abnormal, that no 
general conclusion can be drawn 
from them.. ‘ 

- In actual fact, however, pover- 
ty and ignorance are a8 frequent- 
ly found os compnnions as are 
poverty and dirt; and it is doubt- 
ful which of this sad trinity {fs 
the greatest ‘contributor to 
disense and unhappiness. 

- In England, extreme  pover- 
ty-——that which borders on famine 
—is to-day rare; and it is a ques- 
tion if it is, itself, a direct causo 
of much iJbhealth at the present 
time. . ‘ 

Indirectly, of course, it fa res- 
ponsible for a very great deal. 
Those who are relatively poor to- 
day are actually richer in their 
control over things that matter 
than were the merchants and the 
nobility of n' very few centuries 
ago. Unfortunatoly, we do not 
always know how best to exploit 
our power and our material, Our 
control over the gifts of nature 
has outstripped our enpacity to 
use that power to the greatest ad- 
vantage. 

In matters of food and clothing, 
for example, it is, indeed, depres- 
sing to observe to how small an 
extent the discoveries of science 
in' the last fifty years have: been 
introduced into general education 
and thus. made the property of the 
whole people. 


Discoveries Not Appreciated. 


Some of our most valuable food 
ingredients, required in quanti- 
ties too small to be measured by 
any vessel at our disposal, are 
taken into serious account by few 
hourewives—and by few teachers 
of future housewives, 

The discoveries of Sir Leonard 
Hill and others, again, are put in 
small degree ‘appreciated, and still 
less applied in our choice of dress 
and dress - materials. Tradition 
and convention still count for far 
more than: science and comfort; 
and, therefore, for more than 
health. Much the same might be 
said about our homes; indeed, 
about all the essential activities 
and qmenities of man in this 
latitude. ; 

Approaching thiy question from 
another angle, Professor J, B.S. 
Haldane recently said that our 
politicians, through their iynor- 
ance of, or indifference to, bio- 
logical truths, are accustomed to 
think of machinery rather than of 
man, of wealth rather than © 
health—and to plan or drift ac- 
cordingly.
